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INVASION PRELUDE LEFT DEEP SCARS ON NAZI EUROPE 


SMUGGLED OUT of Europe was this photo of an Italian coastal 
battery, one of those feverishly strengthened by the shaky Ital¬ 
ians while they waited for the Allied sea-borne invasion. The 


Duce's docile subjects could not help but wonder if such de¬ 
fences would be as feeble as those against air attack, which have 
left the country almost completely exposed to Allied bombings. 



CAPTION with this photo from Lisbon describes the building as 
a Berlin apartment house, blitzed during an R.A.F. raid. Caption 
ascribes the swastika flags to the celebration of Hitler's birth¬ 
day, when the Nazi leader was prominent by an unbroken silence. 



IN ANOTHER photo smuggled from Italy, an Italian crew is seen 
manning a small coastal gun. Chances are this one already has 
been put out of business by the devastating Allied air raids. 



THE JAPS ore feeling the weight of Allied might in this battle 
action shot of a United States destroyer dropping depth charges 
on a Rising Sun submarine that probably will never again rise 
to the surface. This occurred during the fighting for Attu. 
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JUST AROUND the corner are the Germans at whom this Soviet 
trench mortar crew are firing. This scene is typical of the vast 
amount of fighting that has gone on at close range in the towns 
on the Russian front. Stalingrad was the supreme example, but 


similar conditions have prevailed elsewhere. Houses, factories and 
office buildings have become fortresses bitterly contested. The 
result has been a tremendous destruction of cities, as well as 
villages. The work of reconstruction will be extremely difficult. 



ALL IS FAR from quiet around the Don these days as Russians 
and Germans grapple for position in the summer's approaching de¬ 
cisive conflict. This Soviet sapper crawling forward through the 
barbed wire frowns as an exploding shell showers him with earth. 



IN THE DARKEST days of the German drive into the Caucasus 
last summer the Russian fleet held the Black sea, the possession 
of which is a Soviet trump card. Here a small unit fires anti-air¬ 
craft guns at German planes overhead in the battle for the Crimea.

The Russian bottle dress, although loose and easy, is quite unlike 
the Canadian, but the scoop-shaped helmets are American in type. 
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THE SUBURBS of this Russ city suffered no less than the downtown 
areas. Here is a glimpse of the devastation in the working class 
residential districts on the city's edge. In fact, almost all of 
it was reduced to ruins during the more than five months' siege. 


Reconstruction is under way but there is little of the old city 
that can be built into the new. In many cases the bricks crumbled 
to powder. The picture shows what a well-dressed Russian wore 
n the fight. The bed rolls were needed for sleeping in the open. 



THIS GIRL sapper scout has twice won decorations for valor. 
In this camouflage, she was one of a group that crawled into the 
German lines and with a shower of grenades silenced a blockhouse. 


THIS LENINGRAD avenue evidently has escaped destructive 
bombing, for it seems as gay as a Parisian boulevard. Those shave- 
pates are dejected German prisoners led into town in triumph. 


THE LOSERS at Stalingrad shaved their heads like those at 
Leningrad. Seemingly the Russians weren't the only pests they had 
to face. These prisoners are lucky, for hundreds of thousands died.

Approximately 200 
million feet of lumber is shipped to Britain monthly. 


B RITAIN isn't fighting this war with steel 
bullets alone. In a figurative sense, she 
is using wooden bullets, more than 90 per 
cent, of which come from Canadian forests. 
Modern warfare and the destructiveness of 
air raids have given lumber on important 
part to play and it is doing its job effec¬ 
tively. Most of the lumber imported by 
Britain now comes from forests in British 
Columbia, since bottling up of Scandinavian 
timberlands cut Britain off from that source 
of supply. Billions of board feet of lumber, 
valued at millions of dollars, are shipped 
overseas each year now. In wartime, lumber 
is used for widely varied purposes, such as 
airplanes bases, evacuation camps, bomb 
shelters, munitions dumps, shipyards and 
airplanes, to mention a few. Logging oper¬ 
ations appearing on this page are of B.C. 
lumberjacks cutting spruce, which is used 
a great deal in the construction of airplanes. 



TWO HIGH RIGGERS are shown above as 
they climb a spruce tree with full equipment. 
A heavy rope looped around the tree and 
their waists affords a measure of safety, 
while the climbing irons attached to their 
boots h^lp them to climb to the top rapidly.
